Injured by a Back Caving In. 


FATAL SHOOTING AT PRINCETON.

B a k e r sfie l d , October 1st.—T h .’ after­ 
noon the jailer heard a knock at to* door 
of the Court-hou9e. 
He opene’ 
and 
found ten masked and armed r 
. They 
said they wanted Jam es Harrington, to 
whom they proposed to give a lesson. As 
the jailer refused to 
conform to tbefr 
wishes they seized Lim, took his keys and 
put him under guard. 
They then pro­ 
ceeded to the Sheriff’s room, and also cap­ 
tured him. Next they opened the jail and 
took H arrington from the cell in which he 
was confined, he 
resisting desperately. 
They gagged him, put him in a wagon, and 
conveyed tiim to a lonely place four or five 
blocks away, and stripped him and applied 
a coat of tar and feathers. 
He was then 
set at liberty and disappeared. 
Several hour3 afterward the Sheriff found 
H arrington’s clothes and brought them to 
the jail. There was a bullet hole in the 
shiri and some blood stains. 
W hile the 
struggle was going on in the jail a shot was 
fired, but was probably accidental. 
H arrington has been known hereabout 
for nearly three years. Part of the time 
he lives" at Poso and part at Tulare City. 
He presented a conspicuous and respect­ 
able figure on our streets when here. 
By 
occupation he was a pettifogging lawyer, 
and his principal business was the promo­ 
tion of land contests, making the condition 
of settlers on public lands miserable, and 
getting money out of the troubles he caused 
them. 
The occasion of his being in jail was a 
complaint preferred against him by a set­ 
tler whom he had engaged in a contest, for 
perjury. He had been arrested at Poso the 
preceding day and lodged in a cell only a 
few minutes before the vigilantes arrived. 
Of late he had grown boid in his opera­ 
tions, and his schemes had obstructed the 
regular business of the land office, so much 
so that he wa3 often complained of by par­ 
ties having business there whom he was 
not victimizing. 
No one wished him serious bodily harm, 
and some uneasiness was felt as to his fate 
until a dispatch was received this evening 
stating that he was in Tulare City. 
It is 
probable that after he was set at liberty he 
made quick tim e for his home at Pago, 
eighteen miles distant, as that was the di­ 
rection in which his tracks headed as far 
as they could be traced. There it is likely 
he made him self presentable as soon as pos­ 
sible previous to getting outside of the 
county. 


H O M IC ID E AT A STO RIA. 


M an K illed for A ttem pting; th e R u in ation 
o f a Y oung G irl. 
A storia (Or.), October 1st. — Charles 
Mitchell shot and killed Charles Johnson 
at 9:30 this morning. About two weeks 
ago Nellie, the 13-year-old daughter of 
Mitchell, was missed from home. After 
eeveral days’ search she was found in Port­ 
land. A few days ago Mitchell went to 
Portland to induce her to return home. 
This morning he returned without her. 
Im mediately on his arrival he ran to the 
house where Johnson was sleeping and 
shot him .through the head. 
Johnson 
jumped up and ran out the door, Mitchell 
firing four more shots at him . 
Running 
down the stairs to the back of the house 
Johnson raised the window, jumped out 
and ran sixty feet up hill, where he fell 
dead. It is supposed that Johnson's re­ 
ported seduction of the girl Nellie led to 
the shooting. 
After running away from 
home Nellie Mitchell came to this city 
and was found at the residence of a well- 
known lawyer, where she had engaged to 
do housework. She said to the officer that 
she had left her home because of atten­ 
tions paid her by a man who lived at a 
house where she 
formerly 
worked in 
Astoria. She was well satisfied to stay in 
Portland, and her father on coming here 
concluded not to take her home, but to let 
her stay here. She says she would not 
have run away but for the fact that the 
man from whom she wished to escape was 
doing all in his power to accomplish her 
ruin. 


B U R IE D A LIV E. 


O ne M an K illed and A n oth er Seriously 
In ju red . 
S an F rancisco, October 1st.— Patrick 
Carroll, a teamster, and Thomas Lanigan, 
a laborer, were buried in an avalanche of 
earth and clay this afternoon shortly before 
2 o’clock. Carroll was crushed to death, 
and Lanigan was so severely bnrt that it is 
doubtful if he can live. 
Both men were in 
the employ of J. B. Chase, the stevedore, 
and were engaged in taking out ballast 
from the lot on Second street, just beyond 
the bridge, owned by Mr. Chase. 
The sur­ 
face of part of the "lot is about forty feet 
above the level of Second street, but a great 
portion of the bank has been cut away 
even with the street grade. The men en­ 
gaged in digging away the earth had un­ 
dermined a portion of the bank so that a 
line dropped from the top would hang at 
the base two feet away from the side of the 
bluff. Mr. Chase, when the men quit work 
at noon, noticed this, and ordered them 
not to work any more at that part of the 
bank. 
He knew that the recent rains had 
soaked the earth, which was likely to fall 
at any m inute. H e told the men it was 
dangerous, but they paid on attention to 
him, and when they started into work after 
lunch Lanigan and Carroll commenced to 
load a cart at the forbidden spot, because 
there was some loose earth there. They 
worked for a short time in security, but 
every shovelful of clay they took from the 
base of the bank increased their danger. 
Finally the soggy and overhanging mass 
of clay tore away from its hold on the 
side of the bluff and crushed down on the 
two men below. Both were completely 
covered. 
There were about twenty men working 
in different parts of the lot, and im m edi­ 
ately a shout was raised that somebody had 
been buried by a “cave.” 
” ’ 
Everybody set to work to try to get the 
men out alive if possible. 
Father Nugent, 
of St. Brendan's Church, was sent for and 
arrived almost at once. 
Although it took 
bat a mom ent or two to clear away the 
earth, Carroll w rs found to be beyond the 
aid of the priest. 
He mu9t have been 
killed instantly for his head was crushed 
almost flat by the great weight of earth. 
Lanignn is still aiive. but is severely in­ 
jured internally, beside being cut and 
Druised about the body. 
Officers Newman and Bodie telephoned 
for the patrol wagon, which was quickly on 
the spot and carried Lanigan to the Re­ 
ceiving Hospital. Carroll's body was taken 
to the Morgue. 
The dead man was about 40 years of age. 
He was married and had two children. He 
lived somewhere at North Beach. 
Lanigan is a widower and lives on San- 
some street, between Vallejo and Green. 
He is about 45 years of age and has seven 
or eight children. 
Mr. Chase has been his 
employer for I he past fifteen years.

V ic to r ia (B. C.), October 1st.—Six o f the 
striking miners who have been on trial the 
last two days on the charge of intim idating 
non-union miners working at the W elling­ 
ton, were found guilty, and Chief Justice 
Begbie held them in $200 to appear for sen­ 
tence when called, rem arking that the full 
effect of their act probably had not yet been 
developed.

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COMMISSIONER BAUM. 


M inority R ep ort o f th e C om m ittee o f In ­ 
vestigation . 
W a s h in g to n , October 1st —The m inority 
of the special House committee appointed 
to investigate the charges against Pension 
Commissioner Raum. Messrs. Lewis and 
Goodnight, have united in the preparation 
of a report setting forth their opinion o f the 
results of the investigation. 
The report reviews the evidence in the 
refrigerator case and save: "W e lam ent the 
conduct of a public official who invokes a 
fine technicality of criminal law to screen 
him self from a proper investigation, and to 
hide from public view tbe cte’ail3 of a busi­ 
ness which is being conducted from one of 
the Government bureaus, and concerning 
the character of which so m any and such 
damaging charges have beeu made.” 
A s to the charge of advancem ent in pen­ 
sion claim s for Lemon in consideration of 
bis indorsing ih9 Commissioner’s note, the 
roport states that no intim ate friendship i3 
shown to have existed between the Com­ 
missioner and Lemon, and that there were 
no business relations before. 
W hy should 
Lemon, a good business man, risk $12,000 
upon one who is afraid to have his so l­ 
vency inquired into. 
The completed files 
system was just what Lemon demanded, 
and so scon as established he was ready to 
underwrite for tbe Commissioner, which 
he had never before done, though often 
consulted by the Commissioner about his 
needs during several m onths before. 
In conclusion the report reads : "Thus it 
seems that the United States Commissioner 
ol Pensions has not properly estimated the 
delicate duties and serious responsibilities 
of his great office, nor has he measured up 
to that high standard of patriotic consider­ 
ation for public service which should pre­ 
vail in this department, adjudicating dis­ 
bursements 
of nearly one-third o f the 
entire revenues of the Government. 
The 
Pension Office is altogether too sacred a 
place for the developm ent of personal 
thrift and enterprise manifested in tbi3 
record. 
It was established that the nation 
m ight properly care for those to whom it 
owes gratitude too sacred for trifling. 
It is 
a monument to the munificence of a grate­ 
ful people, and its hundreds o f employers 
should be m inisters of mercy, not stock 
gamblers. 
That a place thus hallowed should have 
been used for stock-jobbiDg or speculation, 
or converted into a spawning place for cor­ 
porations and a stall for bartering doubtful 
patents, is a reflection on our G overnm ent; 
a degradation of the public service, which, 
we think, cannot be too strongly con­ 
demned. 
If tbe real and sensitive de­ 
mands of the occasion be measured by the 
exam ple of the forbearing Nazaiine, who 
scourged from the temple m ercbanls and 
money-changers, or by the commendable 
conduct of President Arthur in removing 
an Associate Justice of the Arizona Su­ 
preme Court for borrowing m oney of an 
attorney practicing before him , Congress 
must agree with us that there should be a 
betterment of public service by a house- 
cleaning in the Pension Bureau." 
As the majority of the committee intend 
to pursue the investigation further at the 
next session of Congress, their report will 
not be made until that time.

Bid* O p en ed for T h ree B a ttle-5 h ip s and 
a N ew C ruiser. 
W a sh in g to n, October 1st.—Bids were 
opened at the Navy Departm ent to-day for 
the construction for the navy of three 
coast-line battle-ships and one protected 
triple screw cruiser, provided for by the 
Act of Congress of June 30,1889. 
There 
were two classes of bids for the battle-ships 
—one, their construction according to the 
departm ent’s plans, and the other accord­ 
ing to the bidder’s plans. 
The bids were as follow?: W illiam E. 
Cramp & Sons, Philadelphia, offered to 
build one of tbe battle-ships according to 
the departm ent’s plans for $2,990 000, and 
two for $5,760,000. Using their own plane, 
they will build one for $3,120,000 and two 
for $6.040,000. This firm offered to build 
the protected cruiser on the departm ent’s 
plans for $2,725,000. 
The Union Iron Works at San Francisco 
offered to build one of the battle ships, 
according to the departm ent’s plans, for 
$3,240,000 and two ior $6 4<i0 000. Their 
bid for the cruiser wa9 $3,025,000. 
The Bath Iron W orks at Bath, Maine, 
offered to build one of the battle-ships, in 
accordance with the departm ent’s plans, 
for $3,149,000, and the Risdon Iron Works 
at San Francisco offered to build one of that 
class for $3,275,060. 
There were no other bidders. In view of 
the provision of law that one of ihe battle­ 
ships shall be built on the Pacific coast, it 
Í3 likely the Union Iron Works will get 
contracts for one of the battle-ships and 
the Cramps will probably get the contracts 
for the other two battle ships and the pro­ 
tected cruiser. 


JE W S IN 
R U sSIA . 


D ocu m en t* S u b m itted to th e H ou se Con­ 
cern in g T h eir T reatm en t. 
W a sh in g to n, October 1st.—The Presi­ 
dent to-day transm itted to tbe House, in 
answer to a resolution concerning the en­ 
forcement of the proscription edicts against 
the Jews in Russia, a report from the Sec­ 
retary of State upon the subject. 
In a 
letter Secretary Blaine refers to the corre­ 
spondence on the same subject sent to the 
House in 1882, aud says that since that 
date correspondence has" beeu had with the 
Government cf Russia in several cases of 
alleged interference by the Russian author­ 
ities with tbe rights of citizens of the 
United States, professing, or being sup­ 
posed to profess the Jewish faith. 
He says the correspondence shows that 
the United States Government has omitted 
no proper occasion cf remonstrance against 
the application of a religious te*t to our 
citizens in Russia, or having interests in 
Russia, and against the enforcement or dis­ 
qualification founded on such test, which 
proceeding is without warrant of recogni­ 
tion in the treaty stipulations between the 
United States and Russia, and, moreover, 
is repuguant to the fundamental doctrines 
ot freedom of conscience and equality of 
religious belief, ou which organized society 
almost universally rests. 
The Secretary further says that when it 
was first reported that the Russian Govern­ 
m ent was about to take measures resulting 
in the expulsion of vast numbers of its 
subjects because 
of their religion, our 
Charge d'Affaires at St. Petersburg advised 
the department that he had the highest 
authority for m aintaining that the Russian 
Government does not contemplate any 
change from the present lenient enforce­ 
m ent of Jewish edicts of 1882.

McCreary of Kentucky gave notice th at he 
would raise a point of no quorum against tbe 
conference rep irt, and Carter w ithdrew it. 
Caswell of W iscon-in subm itted a letter ad­ 
dressed to the speaker by Postm aster W heat, 
tendering his resignation. 
Subsequently Spooner of Rhode Island, from 
the com m ittee, subm itted a reDcrt. It states 
th at although the relations between Dalton, the

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THE CHOLERA. 


T he arrival of a regular steamer from 
C hina and Japan on Tuesday was chiefly 
significant for the news it brought of the 
alarm ing spread of the cholera in the 
O rient. 
In Japan the pest has developed 
rem arkable virulence, and the death rate 
is astounding. 
The official reports to 
Septem ber 7th state th at there have been 
15,480 cases, and nearly 10,000 deaths in 
Japan. 
In China the disease is spreading 
w ith great speed, so rapidly, indeed, that 
th e living cannot, or are so frightened 
th a t they do not bury the dead. 
There 
are at one point 1,800 corpses of victims of 
th e plague piled up and rotting in the air. 
From these statements we may well take 
such alarm as will inspire us to renewed 
precautions to prevent the ingress of the 
disease, or, in case of its arrival, to meet 
it with the preparation that sanitary 
science advises. 
W ith the frequent and 
cpiick communication that exits between 
Ihis coast and the Orient, it need not sur­ 
prise the people if the germs of the plague 
are brought in. 
A rigid quarantine at San 
Francisco may exclude them there, but 
there are other points where there are no 
preparations for fumigating ships that ar­ 
rive, or for holding them in quarantine. 
T he disease may easily get into Puget 
Sound, it may enter at San Diego, it may 
secure a foothold by being introduced at 
'some of the lesser coast ports. 
The K ing of Hawaii appears to have 
taken the right course. 
H e has established 
an out-of-harbor quarantine, and does not 
perm it vessels from infected ports to come 
into his harbors at all, until they have 
been visited by his health officers, fumi­ 
gated and the baggage of the people 
on board laundriei. 
This is precisely 
w hat should be done on this coast. 
No 
ship from an infected port should be al­ 
lowed to pass through the Golden Gate 
until all possible precautions have been 
taken to prevent the introduction of a sin­ 
gle vital germ of the cholera. 
Spain 
adopted that system, as also did Italy a 
few years ago, and though cholera raged 
all around the M editerranean, it was suc­ 
cessfully excluded from the territory of the 
two nations named. 
W hat we should do in the hot valley of 
California is to remove all filth and cre­ 
m ate it, lire being the one great specific 
for disease breeding germs. 
W e should 
allow no filth to be buried iu pits, as is the 
present custom, but all pits should be emp­ 
tied and fumigated or otherwise treated 
instead of being filled. 
No more garbage 
should be dumped upon low lots and there 
left to breed ills innumerable. 
Our main 
sewers should be flushed very frequently, 
and we 
should 
lift 
all 
drainage 
as 
fast as it accumulates and pump it into the 
river, closing the pestilential drainage 
canal completely. 
All cesspools should be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected, and 
all decaying vegetable and annual m atter 
gathered and burned. 
All this is not nearly so difficult as may 
at first appear. 
Suppose the cost, say 
$50,000, is distributed among all the peo­ 
ple, what docs it amount to compared to 
the insurance it will give us. 
On the 
other hand, should cholera reach the State 
and the hot valleys, ten, nay fifty millions 
of dollars would not cover the financial 
loss, and a decade would not restore to us 
our prosperity and the confidence of the 
world in the healthful character of our 
climate. 
The cholera may not reach u s; it came 
once, many years ago, and our clim atic 
conditions may not invite it now. 
But i^ 
it does not come at all, the energy and 
money we now put forth in sanitary pre­ 
paration will 
be well 
expended 
and 
largely repay in many ways. 
If every 
owner of a house and lot will cleanse his 
or her premises, empty filth pits and disin­ 
fect them, and if the city will require all 
the removed m atter to lie rendered inocu- 
ous, the work will be done in large part 
and the tt*t very evenlv distributed. 
The 
result will lie to give us an improved 
health standard, though that of Sacra­ 
mento is now very high and extremely 
gratifying. 
But that we are poisoning the 
soil by our retention of filth in it, is unde­ 
niable, and in all such cases not only the 
plague fastens upon the saturated soil and 
makes it its home, but it breeds fever and 
filth diseases and ills that are charged to 
anv but the true cause, a fact of which 
every physician is fully aware. 


T h e New York Herald has a sensational 
report that the President and Secretary of 
State are about to notify the American 
M inister in Central America that his res­ 
ignation is required. 
It is set out that 
this action is due, not to th e conviction 
th at the M inister acted illegally in the 
Barrundia affair, but liecause “public opin­ 
ion'’ in opposition to the position of the 
M inister is too strong to be resisted. This 
is simply absurd. 
The idea that Presi­ 
dent H arrison will rebuke an official he 
believes acted properly because a few 
newspapers object to tlie action of the 
M inister, is preposterous. 
If we have a 
President who acts from pressure of a few 
sensational journals, instead of from con- 
Fictions 9Í duty w ith a eye single to just­ 


ice, it will be. news to the people of the 
U nited Sta.ies. 
The tru th is th at there is 
no pressure of public opinion adverse to 
the position of the Central American 
M inister. Outside of the Herald and three 
or four others there has not even been 
press expression antagonizing the Minis­ 
ter’s action. 
The He"ald’s special adds 
that the reason to be given to the M inister 
for his removal will be that he lias not acted 
with tact and diplomatic skill in the Bar­ 
rundia affair. If that is true in the opinion 
of the President and the Secretary of State 
they will at least be respected for the cour­ 
age of their convictions, and the people 
will acquiesce in their judgment. 
But the 
Herald’s statement is th at this is to be an 
excuse, the real reason being the ‘‘pressure” 
of public opinion. 
AVe cannot think for a 
moment that President Harrison would be 
guilty of acting in the m anner the Herald 
charges—to believe th at is to consider him 
cowardly. 


T h e outcome of the battle the author­ 
ities at the barge office in New York will 
to-day begin against the Mormons will be 
awaited with much interest. 
A colony of 
young women from various points 
in 
Europe is expected to arrive to-day, en 
route for Salt Lake City, as Mormon con­ 
verts. 
The proposal is to detain them, on 
the grounds that they are being imported 
as recruits for the Mormon system of 
polygamy. 
Of course, the hope is enter­ 
tained by all decent people th at in the 
coming struggle the authorities may prove 
successful, and these importations of women 
for Mormon harems may be broken up. 
But we confess to a great doubt concerning 
the matter. 
These people come out with 
•orne means. 
They are not paupers, nor of 
the criminal class, nor are they likely to 
become public charges. 
They have the 
right to entertain any religious belief they 
choose, and their freedom of conscience 
cannot be interfered with. 
The mere fact 
that they are converts to the faith of the 
Church of the Latter-D ay Saints cannot 
be legal ground for stopping them on their 
journey. 
If the Government may check 
the im m igration of the devotees of one 
faith, it may stop the incoming of the peo­ 
ple of another, and all other faiths. I t will 
be necessary, therefore, in all probability, 
to establish that these women are coming 
to Salt Lake for a criminal purpose, to en­ 
ter a polygamous state in violation of the 
laws of the U nited States. 
The Assistant 
U nited States Attorney is quoted as say­ 
ing that the Treasury regulations are 
amply sufficient to exclude these people. 
The test will therefore be made upon 
these regulations, and it will be a contest 
bitter and long. 


T h e seating of Langston in the House 
of Representatives as the properly chosen 
representative of the Fourth V irginia 
D istrict will be cited in the campaign of 
the fail as purely partisan action. 
The 
Democrats will make the most of the case, 
and of course will excuse themselves for 
their absence from the House when the 
case was finally voted upon, on the ground 
th at the Republicans were determined to 
seat Langston, right or wrong. 
But the 
facts will not bear out the obstructionists. 
Langston was nominated by the Repub­ 
licans in 1S88. 
Mr. M ahone was not 
pleased with the nomination and secured 
another candidate to run against Langston. 
The Democrats nominated A'enable. Lang­ 
ston received 12,657 votes, or four times as 
many as the Mahone candidate. 
A'enable 
led, however, by 642, and receiving the 
certificate was seated. 
Langston then en­ 
tered a protest and began a contest and 
proved frauds in the vote of A’enable by 
much more than his narrow majority on 
the returns. The case has been lought for 
two years, the result being th at the frauds 
alleged were clearly proven, and the com­ 
m ittee so found, as also did the House, and 
consequently Langston was the other day 
seated.

T h e Supreme Court of M innesota has 
decided a question th at has been one of 
doubt in commercial circles. 
It holds 
that the giving of a check on a bank is not 
payment; th at paym ent is accomplished 
only when the money the check calls for 
is actually handed over to the holder. The 
court holds th at there is no presumption 
that when the creditor takes the check he 
accepts it in payment, but on the contrary 
the acceptance is conditional; that is, that 
it is recognized by the bank and is paid on 
presentation. The court 
holds further 
that if the check is dishonored the lien of 
the seller for the purchase money for the 
goods remains, and he may retake the 
property for such purchase money.

A royal funeral is usually attended by 
night. 
AA’hen one happens “ the great 
officers of the household 
* * 
approach 
the grave, at the conclusion of the burial 
service, and break their rods of office, 
which they place upon the coffin before it 
is lowered into the grave, their tenure of 
office being ended.” 
AVhen Prince Albert 
died, Mrs. Armytage says, and after the 
style of the deceased personage had been 
named by the G arter-king-at-A rm s at the 
grave, “ the final words of the proclama­ 
tion, ending with the prayer for Queen 
Victoria’s preservation in health and hap­ 
piness, were omitted.” 
As “ happiness” 
seemed then impossible to her, the words 
“ long life and honor” were substituted for 
the one word omitted. 
Court customs now in England are much 
simplified, owing, it is said, to Queen Vic­ 
toria’s and Queen Albert’s arrangem ents; 
but they would still seem extreme iu our 
unceremonious land. 
To l>e received at 
court, one must have an invitation in the 
Lord Chamberlain’s Dame, who is the 
head of the Queen’s household. 
This offi­ 
cer walks before her Majesty in a state pro­ 
cession and stands next to her at a levee 
or drawing-room, where he announces the 
name of each guest who approaches the 
royal presence. 
The Lord Chamberlain 
has the palace key in his custody, and con­ 
ducts the Queen to her carriage. 
There is 
also a A'ice Chamberlain. 
The Lord 
Stewart “ has the whole direction of the 
royal household below stairs.” The Treas­ 
urer of the Household, the Comptroller of 
the Household, the Master of the Horse 
and the Master of the Buckhounds have 
duties which their titles mark out, and 
they carry wands of office. 
The M aster of 
Horse is the “ one who can use the sover­ 
eign’s horses, carriage», pages or footmen.” 
There are also attached to the royal per­ 
son a Captain of the Yeoman of the Guard, 
a Private Secretary, a Keeper of the 
Queen’s Private Purse, Master of Ceremo­ 
nies, Lords in AVaiting, Gentlemen Ush­ 
ers of the Private Chamlier, Equerries, 
Pages of Honor, etc. 
These last are dressed in antique cos­ 
tume, and attend at receptions and on 
state occasions. 
The Groom of the Robes 
arid the young pages carry her Majesty’s 
train on state occasions. There are Maids 
of Honor, Mistress of the liobes, Ladies in 
AVaiting, etc. 
The Maids of Honor have 
the title of “ Honorable,” and when, they 
m arry receive a present of £1,000 from the 
Queen. 
Foreign M inisters are received at court 
after a complicated order of precedence, 
which sometimes causes irritation between 
these representatives of difl'erent nations. 
In former years actual hostilities have been 
provoked by disputes concerning rights of 
f.tvor. Only Ministers, among diplomats, 
can ask an audience of the sovereign. 
A 
Consul or a Charge d’Affaires may, when 
representative of the M inister, in his ab­ 
sence only. 
At the present time there are 
no fixed rules as to classes, but there are as 
to the process of getting admission. “ Full 
dress” is prescribed, the lady guests wear­ 
ing trains, which are carried on the left 
arm “ until the door leading across the 
picture gallery is reached, when it is 
spread out by the pages in waiting,” and 
then the progress for a few yards is very 
slow, regulated by the wearer of the pre­ 
ceding train. Persons of high rank among 
ladies have the privilege of being kissed 
by the Queen. 
O ther ladies make a low 
curtesy and kiss the Queen’s hand, which 
she places on the palm of their hand. 
If 
the Queen condescends to kiss an untitled 
person, this person must still not expect to 
return a kiss in kind, but must only kiss 
her hand. 
Of course, a lady, before reaeh- 
ing the Queen, must have her right band 
j ungloved. 
A’isitors require two cards to attend a 
Queen’s reception—“ one to be left with 
the Queen’s page in attendance in the 
presence chamber, and the other to be de­ 
livered to the lord in waiting, who will 
announce the name to her Majesty.” 
To 
other members of the royal family who 
stand near the Queen in receiving, only a 
¡ low curtes* is made, in a general way, to 
'all. 
After passing the royal company at 
levees, only the M inisters and great offi­ 
cers of the household remain long in the 
“ throne room.” 
And, “ at the drawing­ 
rooms, only the ladies of the Ministers, of 
the great officers of the household and of 
the foreign Ministers, can remain after 
the procession has passed along and sepa­ 
rates.” 
Anachronistic and strange as all these 
ceremonies seem to citizens of a republic, 
they are probably valuable in those coun­ 
tries where a shadow of divinity still 
halos the monarch and ruler. 
All freely 
agree to condemn them h e re ; but, on going 
abroad, it is not noticed that this condem­ 
nation lessens fhg galls upon American 


Ministers by their countrymen to give 
them a place in the charmed crowd, and 
the sight of and salutation to the sover­ 
eign. 
Kissing the sovereign’s band, how­ 
ever, is not compulsory on foreigners, as it 
has no special significance for them. 


A la sk a F u rs. 
A correspondent, w riting from Sitka, 
Alaska, rem arks: “AVhile otter, mink, red 
fox, cross fox, blue fox, white fox, brown, 
grizzly and black bear and beaver are all 
found here, you cannot get skins for noth­ 
ing. 
The Indians have been so deceived 
by the whites th at they now ask big prices 
—just about three times as much as a fair 
offer—and it therefore takes a trader to 
deal with them. 
Bear skins, which are 
just now in fashionable demand, bring $10 
for a cub skin and $35 to $40 for a full- 
grown skin of fine quantity. 
Sea otter, 
which belong almost exclusively to the 
N orthern Pacific Ocean, bring from $150 
to $300 and $400 apiece, according to size 
and quality. 
These prices, it must be re­ 
membered, are for the skins in an un­ 
dressed state, and the slightest carelessness 
on the part of the fur dresser may ruin a 
valuable skin. 
The sea otter is one of the 
most valuable of all furs, ranking clcse to 
sable and black fox. I t is used extensively 
by Russia and by the Japanse Court. A’ery 
pretty robes are made in Alaska of lynxes’ 
feet and foxes’ feet, and an exquisite robe 
as soft as swans’ down is made by the In ­ 
dians of breasts of eagles.” 


R a ilr o a d H o s p it a l. 
The report of the Superintendent of the 
Southern Pacific Hospital shows that 106 
patients were adm it to the hospital during 
September, one hundred discharged and 
three died, leaving sixty-seven now on 
band. The num ber of private house and 
office patients treated was 251.

The State G range Com m ission, w hich 
w as created by the last Legislature, and for 
the uses of w hich an appropriation of $10,­ 
000 was m ade, has com pleted its labors and 
yesterday subm itted a report to the State 
C ontroller. T he Com m ission rem its $319 35 
to th e T reasurer, as th a t portion of the ap­ 
propriation unexpended. 
T he report is 
signed by President W illiam Johnston and 
Secretary G. W . H ancock. 
‘‘T he President and Secretary of the Com­ 
m ission,1' says th e report, “ m et and re­ 
ceived the m em bers of the N ational Grange, 
P atro n s o f H usbandry, at H um boldt, Key , 
N ovem ber 1 1 ,1S89, and escorted them to 
Sacram ento, w here they arrived N ovem ber 
12th. 
On the evening of the 12th the citi­ 
zens of Sacram ento tendered them a ban 
quet of welcome. T he session continued 
u n til the 20th of Novem ber, inclusive. 
M any courtesies were tendered by citizens 
of Sacram ento, several of w hich were de­ 
clined for w ant of tim e. 
“On November 21st the Grange was es­ 
corted to Folsom State Prison, w here they 
were cordially received by W arden A nil 
and his estim ablp lady. 
They were show n 
through the prison and to th e dam across 
th e A m erican river, returning to Sacra­ 
m ento for the night m uch pleased w ith the 
freshness and beauty of the A m erican river 
valley. 
“N ovem ber 22J we started at 8 a . 
ior 
M arysville, where we were m et by the 
m em bers of the W heatland and Y uba City 
Granges and citizens of M arysville, where 
carriages were provided to drive the party 
around the city and to som e of the adjacent 
farm s in Sntter county. 
A fine collation 
awaited them at the A gricultural Pavilion, 
w hich was served by the ladies. 
A t 3 p. m. 
the party started for Chico, arriving at 5 
o’clock, w here they were m et by the people 
of th at place and were tendered a banquet 
and entertained at the hotels and piivate 
residences of citizens for the night. 
“On the m orning of the 23d they were 
driven around the town and through the 
grounds of the R ancho Chico and other 
points of interest, and at 1 p. m. started lor 
Vina, where they stopped at the vineyard 
of Senator Stanford, visiting the wine cel­ 
lars and stock barns. 
Leaving V ina at 3:30 
r. it. for Teham a, w here they cross the 
Sacram ento river and turned dow n the 
west of Sacram ento valley. 
“ A t W illow s the 
party were greeted 
w ith m usic and an im prom ptu reception in 
general, one of the m ost pleasing features 
of the whole trip. 
"O n arriving at W oodland, the party 
were taken in charge by the citizens of 
th at place, and after an entertainm ent of 
the inner m an, were escorted to the Opera 
H ouse, where they listened to an essay on 
irrigation by W m . H . Mills. 
“On the m orning of the 24th m any took 
advantage of the courtesy of the local citi­ 
zens’ com m ittee and rode out into the rich 
country surrounding W oodland. 
O thers 
em braced the opportunity of 
attending 
church and taking a little needed rest. 
At 
1 p. m. the party roiled lor Santa Rosa, 
w here they were taken in charge by the 
local GraDgeof that place, and aftei a boun­ 
tiful spread had been fully disposed of, 
th e party repaired to the Grange hall, 
w here the praises of California soil, clim ate 
and her people were sounded full and 
strong. 
“N ovem ber 25th we left Santa Rosa for 
Geyserville, Cloverdale and U kiah, where 
we partook of the hospitality of the people 
of the Russian river and returned to Santa 
Rosa and thence to San Francisco, w here 
we p ut np at the Palace H otel, w here we 
rem ained two nights, giving one full day to 
th e city and surroundings.

“ N ovem ber 27ih we visited Leland Stan- 
fotd Jr. U niversity. Palo A lto Stock Farm , 
and passing on to San Jose took carriages 
for a drive over the valley and took lunch 
at the Quito Olive F arm and returned to 
San Jose, w here a banquet aw aited us, pre­ 
sided over by the generous citizens of the 
place. 
“ N ovem ber 28th we visited Del M onte, 
M onterey and Pacific Grove, dining at the 
Del M onte H otel, and retu rn in g to San 
Jose, thence to O akland for the night. 
“N ovem ber 28tb, at 4 a . m., we left Stock­ 
ton for Merced, w here we were w arm ly re­ 
ceived and breakfasted. 
T he people here 
w ere prepared to give ns further entertain­ 
m ent, bu t the tim etab le of the regular bus­ 
iness of the railroad required that we leave 
at 10 a . m for Fresno, w here we Innched, 
and in the afternoon rode through Fresno’s 
far-fam ed raisin vineyards, and banqueted 
in the evening. 
“D ecem ber 1st we breakfasted w ith the 
P atrons of H usbandry of T alare, and took 
an excursion to V isalia and m oved on to 
Bakerefield, w here we took lunch and were 
driven over about GO,000 acres of th e Hag- 
gin & Carr R ancho, returning to B akers­ 
field to a sum ptuous banquet, w hich closed 
at the h o u r of 10 p. m., when w e took our 
departure for Los Angeles, w here we ar­ 
rived Decem ber 2d on schedule tim e. 
“ B reakfasting at Los Angeles, under the 
care of the Board of Trade and other com­ 
m ittees, we were then driven through the 
principal business streets and to other 
points o f interest, after w hich w e visited 
A lham bra, view ing the (to the Kastern 
people) w ondrous citrus groves of th at 
place, and after an enjoyable lqnch and a 
pleasant interchange of sentim ent we re­ 
turned to Lbs Angeles, and m oved south 
to San Diego (by way of Oceanside), w here 
we p at up at the Coronado H otel, under 
th e entertainm ent of K im ball Bros, and 
Mr. Babcock. 
“On Decem ber 3J the party crossed the 
U nited States into Mexico, ar.d on return 
lunched w ith “ Betsy Snow ,” visited the 
Sw eetw ater dam and orange grcvis along 
th e route and returned to Coronado for the 
night. 
“Decem ber 4ih we visited 
Riverside, 
thoroughly inspecting th e vast area of cit­ 
rus groves, and returned to Los Angeles, 
w here, on the m orning of December 5th.

oranges and a bottle ot w ine each, as a final 
parting tribute.

AT THE GAS WELL. 


N a tu ra l G as S te a d ily Issu in g F ro m th e 
P ip e E n c o iira g in g O u tlo o k . 
A large num ber of citizens visited the 
n atural gas well at Fifth and R streets yes­ 
terday forenoon to w itness tests th at were 
to be m ade of th e ¡¡lam inating qualities of 
th e gas now escaping from the well, 
i T he apparatus (a funnel) j laced over the 
pipe for collecting the gas is a very im p er­ 
fect one, nevertheless when a lighted m atch 
or candle was placed over the spout a clear 
flame shot up sem e six or eight inches in 
bight. 
All this tim e the w ater was flowing 
from the pipe at the surface of the ground, 
and of course the greater portion of the gas 
escaped w ith it. 
If it could all be con­ 
densed and confined to a burner no doubt 
a very strong blaze would result. 
E nough can be seen, however, to prove 
th at gas of an illum inating quality exists, 
and the only question to be solved now is. 
how m uch is there of it at a greater depth" 
T h e prospect is certainly very encouraging 
for a good strong flow of gas after the well 
shall be sunk a few hundred feet lower. 
T he well is now throw ing off a steady 
stream of clear, flowing w ater, and this of 
itse lf should prove valuable if, in the end. 
th e gas venture should not prove a success.

A very painful accident happened yes­ 
terday m orning to th e little son of J . B.

Y onker was w orking in th e shop of 
George B ine several w eeks. George J . Zink 
was em ployed in the sam e piace as Y on- 
k er’s helper, and th e two becam e fast 
friends. 
F in ally Z ink was taken sick, and 
was advised to go to the C ounty H ospital. 
Before going he w ent to a friend w ho keeps 
a jew elry store on K street near F ifth , and 
intrusted w ith him all his possessions—a 
gold w atch and chain, a gold" ring, and $30 
in ¡m oney. 
Y onkers accom panied Z ink, 
and seemed to be acting in the capacity of 
the latter’s adviser. 
Zink w ent to the hospital, an d gradually 
becam e worse. 
~ 
It was about a week later th a t Y onker 
appeared at the jew elry store, and pre­ 
sented a note purporting to be an order 
from Zink for $10. 
T he m oney was paid 
over, and Y onker departed. 
Several days 
later Y onker visited th e jew eler again with 
another order for $10, w hich was also paid. 
Z in k ’s condition becam e precarious and 
his life was despaired of. 
A bout tive days ago Y onker appeared at 
the jew eler’s store again. 
T his tim e he 
wore a loDg face and sad expression, ana 
told the jew eler th at poor Z ink was dead. 
Being a friend of the deceased, he consid­ 
ered it his duty to take possession of the 
watch and chain, ring and rem aining $10 
and forw ard the property to Z in k ’s m other. 
T he jew eler thought this the proper plan, 
too. but he thought it w ould be advisable 
to w ait a few days in order to see w hat the 
Coroner, or Public A dm inistrator, or any 
officials m ight see fit to do in the m atter. 
Y’onker reluctantly acquiesced and left. 
T he Coroner, nor Public A dm inistrator, 
nor anyone else laid any claim to the prop­ 
erty, and the property w ould undoubtedly 
have been turned over to Y onker had not 
som ebody else put in an appearance. T hat 
som ebody was none other tb a a Z ink h im ­ 
self. 
H e had recovered from his illness, it 
appeared, and now cam e to claim his prop­ 
erty. 
T he poor jew eler was frightened 
nearly to death at w hat he thought was 
Z in k ’s ghost, b ut he finally recovered and 
explained m atters. 
Zink was enraged at his supposed friend’s 
duplicity, and proceeded im m ediately to 
th e police station, w here he told the story 
to the City A ttorney. 
A w arrant was issued for Y’o n k er’s arrest, 
and th e police instructed to apprehend 
him . 
A search developed th e fact th at 
Y onker had left the city, so telegram s were 
sent by C hief Drew to all the neighboring 
cities and towns. 
It was finally learned 
that the shifty blacksm ith was at Oroville. 
The C hief placed the w arrant in Sheriff 
M cM nilen’s hands for service, and that 
official landed Y onker in Sacram ento yes- 
terdry.

YOUTHFUL FIRE-BUGS. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE YOUNG 
CAPTURED IN THIS CITY. 
MAN 


H e W as O ne o f th e R in g-L ead ers o f an 


O rganized G ang a t N ap a—O ne of 


T h em C on fesses. 


M ention was m ade iiT yesterday’s Rkc- 
ob d -U n ion o f the arrest in this city of a 
y outh nam ed Lee H orrell, on a charge of 
arson. 
T he crim e was com m itted at Napa. 
H orrell is b ut 17 years of age, b ut he 
gives prom ise of developing into a genuine 
prodigy in th e crim inal line. 
D aring the 
past tw o years he has been one of the rin g ­ 
leaders of a gang of youthful fire-bugs at 
N apa, whose doings have kept th at com ­ 
m u n ity in a constant state of dread during 
th a t tim e. 
B uilding after building was 
burned in a m ysterious m anner, and the 
efforts of th e authorities to find out the 
m iscreants were entirely fruitless. 
F inally, how ever, a San Francisco de­ 
tective. C aptain 
Jo h n 
C urtin, was 
set 
upon the track of the fire-bugs. 
H e dis­ 
covered a clue and followed it u n til he had 
every m em ber o f the gang located. H orrell, 
it seems, discovered th at he was being 
w atched and fled. 
Telegram s were sent all 
over the State by the police in the hope of 
overtaking him , but for a tim e he escaped 
detection. 
M eantim e detective C urtin continued his 
investigations, 
an d 
on M onday 
night 
brought the m atter to a close by arresting a 
young m an nam ed Jam es F lam ant, the 20- 
year-old son o f a well know n N apa olive- 
grower, on three charges of arson. 
W ord reached officer A rlington in this 
city th at a w om an, w ith w hom young 
H orrell was on intim ate term s, had a r­ 
rived here, and he set a watph upon her. 
The belief th at H orrell w ould com e here 
to jo in her proved true. 
On Tuesday night 
the youth was seen m oving tow ard the 
place w here she was stopping, and the 
officer prom ptly overhauled him . 
H e at­ 
tem pted to resist arrest, but the officer soon 
convinced him th at to subm it quietly was 
the m ost sensible m ode of procedure. On 
th e way to the police station he attem pted 
to escape, b at this also was not a success. 
T be N apa authorities were then notified 
and an officer arrived yesterday and took 
charge of the young fire-bug. 
F lam an t has m ade a com plete confes­ 
sion to th e officers at Napa, and says th at 
he and H orrell were the prim e m overs in 
the house-burning business. 
H e adm itted 
th at there existed a tegularlv organized 
gang of fire-bugs, of w hich he’and H orrell 
were the ring-leaders, but he declared th at 
the others never took any active part in 
the business—they w ere sim ply onlookers. 
T heir plan of operations was to place a 
pile of straw or rags thoroughly saturated 
w ith kerosene beneath or against the build­ 
ing to be burned; then they w ould set a bit 
of lighted caudle—about an inch long—on 
the top of the pile.

T his is an action brought to quite title to a 
certain piece of land in Plum as county. 
T he Court below rendered judgm ent as 
prayed for, from w hich and an order refus­ 
ing a new trial the defendant takes this 
appeal. 
T he ju d g m en t of the low er Court 
is affirm ed. 
Phebe F . Johnson (respondent) vs. D. M. 
V ance. 
A San Joaquin county case and an 
action of ejectm ent. 
Ju dgm ent affirm ed. 
Saunders (appellant) vs. Russeil ( ad m in ­ 
istratrix.) 
T his is a Sacram ento county 
case. 
Judgm ent w ent for the defendant on 
dem urrer to th e com plaint. 
T he only 
question on this appeal is w hether the 
com plaint states facts sufficient to entitle 
th e plaintiff to m aintain the action. 
In 
October, 1835, the 
plaintiff com m enced 
proceedings against M ary W . L ansing to 
have an appraisem ent of certain property 
and secure an order for partition or sale, 
and the application of th e excess to th e 
satisfaction of his judgm ent, b a t these 
proceedings were never prosecuted beyond 
havine appraisers appointed. 
They never 
qualified or acted, and no further proceed­ 
ings were taken in th at action. In October, 
1887, M ary W . L ansing died, and th e pres­ 
ent defendant [Russell) was appointed as 
adm inistratrix. 
E arly in 1889 this action 
was com m enced for the sale of the prop­ 
erty and the application of th e excess 
above $5,000 to the satisfaction of his 
judgm ent. 
The Suprem e Court says the 
com plaint does not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a cause of action, and the judg­ 
m ent m ust be affirinéd. 
A . C. E llis (respondent) vs. R obert W ood- 
bnrn. 
T his is an El D orado county case. 
The plaintiff is an attorney-at-law and 
brought this action to recover a balance of 
$1.000 alleged to be due him for professional 
services rendered to the defendant. 
The 
case was tried by a ju ry and the trial re­ 
sulted in a verdict and judgm ent in favor 
of the plaintiff for $1,000. 
T he defendant 
appeals from th e judgm ent, and also from 
an order denying his m otion for a new 
trial. 
T he Suprem e Court says the case 
seems to have gone to the ja ry in a tangled 
state, and, to say the least, it does not ap­ 
pear that the ju ry m ay not have been con­ 
fused and m isled, to the prejudice of the 
defendant, by the erroneous 
instruction 
given and the irrelevant evidence ad m it­ 
ted. 
The judgm ent is therefore reversed.

P rovisto» for T aking F in al P roof in Cases 
of V acancies in th e L and Office. 
W ashington, O ctober 1st.—T he bill for 
the relief of certain settlers on public lands, 
and authorizing th e taking and filiDg of 
final proofs in certain cases, has passed the 
H ouse. 
It provides that the cases now be­ 
fore any land office of the U nited States, in 
w hich there has been or is now a vacancy 
in either of the offices of Register or R e­ 
ceiver, w here the day set for a hearing 
of final 
proofs 
cam e u p 
d uring 
the 
vacancy 
in 
said 
office, 
and 
there 
is 
no contest or protest against such claim s, 
and w here ibe rem aining officer has taken 
said proofs and reduced the sam e to w rit­ 
ing, the sam e m ay now be passed upon by 
the Register and Receiver as if they had 
been taken w hen there was no vacancy. 
H ereafter w hen a vacancy occurs in any 
Land Office, for any reason whatsoever, if 
the tim e of taking final proofs falls w ithin 
the vacancy th u s caused, the rem aining 
officer m ay proceed to 
take said final 
proofs in the absence of any contest or pro­ 
test, and reduce th e sam e to w riting and 
place it on file, to be cousidered and passed 
upon w hen the vacancy is filled. 


O regon’s P o p u latio n . 
W ash in g to n , October 1st.—Because of

A New B a tte r S u bstitute. 
According to the Boston Mediad and 
Surgical Journal, M. Heckel and Schlag- 
denhauffer have discovered and reported 
upon a certain Spanish broom-like busli, 
native of the W est Coast of Africa, which 
belongs to the Polvgala family, and to 
which they have given the specific name 
of butyracea. 
The native name of the 
bush is Malonkang or Ankalaki. Its seeds 
yield 17.5 per cent, of a yellowish butter­ 
like fat of a very agreeable nutty ilavor, 
and could well serve as a substitute for but­ 
ter. 
The fat softens between 28° and 30° 
C., beginning to melt at 35°, but does not 
become fluid below 52°. 
Upon cooling, 
it remains fluid for a long time, only be­ 
ginning to solidify at 33°, when it regains 
its original consistency. 
Its density at be­ 
tween 35° and 3S° C. is 0.904. 
It sapon­ 
ifies very easily with alkalies, and contains 
21.5 per cent, olein, 4.8 per cent, free 
palm itic acid, 57.54 jier cent, palm ilinand 
6.16 per cent, myristin. 
It contains small 
quantities of formic and acetic acids, but 
no butyric or valerianic acid, and there­ 
fore it does not easily become rancid.
